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STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 


In  every  country,  state,  and  city  government,  in  every  phase  of  life,  there  must  be 
those  who  lead,  those  who  shou'der  the  burden  of  the  responsibilities,  these  who  forge 
ahead.

This  is  characteristic  of  the  progressive- 
ness  of  the  organization. 

The  Varieties  of  1939  proved  a  big  success  as  on  the  nights  of  both  performances, 
October  I  3  and  14,  the  auditorium  was  filled. 

To  promote  spirit  for  the  football  season  several  rallies  were  held.  The  Big  Game

Among  them  was  a  talk  by  Clint  Evans,  freshman  football  coach  of  U.  C.

An  exciting  Rally  Day  and  numerous  assemblies  v/ere  made  possible  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Board.

The 
a  la  carte  menu  was  composed  of  Italian  dishes,  and  student  entertainment  had  an 
appropriate  foreign  atmosphere.

PUBLICATIONS 


The  student  publications  at  Berkeley  High  are  the  Weekly  News,  "the  voice 
of  the  students";  Olla  Podrida,  the  semi-annual;  and  Manuscript,  the  literary 
magazine. 

The  Weekly  News  is  issued  free  to  the  students  every  Thursday  during  home 
room  period.  Most  of  the  news  reporting  and  much  of  the  news,  editorial, 
and  feature  writing  are  done  by  members  of  the  journalism  class  although  there 
has  been  considerable  free  lance  writing  by  other  students  this  term.  The  fine 
cooperation  of  the  managerial,  editorial,  and  photographic  staffs  made  pos- 
sible a  special  issue  on  the  day  preceding  the  Piedmont  game  which  featured 
pictures  of  the  football  squad  and  a  streamer  in  red  boosting  the  game.  That 
issue  was  printed  on  slick  paper  instead  of  the  regular  newsprint. 

Each  term  the  journalism  class  edits  an  issue  without  the  help  of  the  regular 
staff.  This  term  it  was  a  six-page  Thanksgiving  issue  featuring  an  overprint 
in  red.  Donald  Smith  was  the  editor  and  Stanley  Bush  was  the  manager  for  this 
special  issue. 

The  paper  is  linotyped  and  printed  by  students  in  the  print  shops.  The 
Weekly  News  is  supported  by  its  advertising. 

The  Olla  Podrida  is  appearing  for  the  first  time  with  a  spiral  binding  this 
term.  Also  for  the  first  time,  there  is  an  all-over  cover  design.  The  All-Berkeley 
theme  has  been  carried  out  by  the  photographic  staff.

VARSITY  TEAM 


VARSITY  SEASON 


SAINT  MARY'S 

The  Berkeley  High  Varsity  opened  its  1939  season  by  playing  on  the  short  end  of  a 
19-0  score  opposite  a  strong  Saint  Mary's  High  team.  This  game  not  only  opened  our 
season,  but  also  reopened  competition  between  Berkeley  and  Saint  Mary's  which  had 
terminated  about  five  years  ago. 

On  the  kick-off  the  Jackets  looked  as  if  they  had  a  sure  victory  by  their  gainful  charge 
down  the  field,  but  Saint  Mary's  power  soon  came  to  life,  and  Berkeley  was  forced  to 
play  the  defensive  for  practically  the  whole  game. 

STOCKTON 

In  the  one  and  only  night  game  which  Berkeley  has  played  for  some  time,  the  Jackets 
lost  a  I  3-6  decision  to  Stockton  on  the  latter's  home  territory.  Most  disappointing  was 
this  defeat,  because  Berkeley  held  a  6-0  lead  until  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  game. 

The  Jackets  made  their  touchdown  in  the  second  quarter  which  started  with  the 
interception  of  a  Tarzan  pass  by  Jim  Meally  on  their  45.  Soon  Berkeley  was  down  on 
the  Stockton  7  yard  line,  and  then  a  pass  from  Yeiser  to  Nelson  gave  Berkeley  its  touch- 
down. 

SAN  JOSE 

Using  a  passing  attack  that  clicked,  the  Jackets  downed  San  Jose  on  the  local  grid- 
iron by  a  score  of  I  2-0.  Both  of  the  touchdowns  were  accounted  for  in  the  first  half.  The 
first  one  was  made  by  Frank  Yeiser  on  a  line  smash  after  having  taken  the  ball  down  the 
field  to  the  10  yard  line  on  passes  to  Ashton  and  on  running  plays.  Yeiser's  attempt  to 
go  through  the  line  for  the  extra  point  failed.  The  play  that  gave  Berkeley  its  second 
touchdown  was  a  pass  from  Yeiser  to  Ashton,  who  in  turn  lateraled  to  Captain  Brewster. 

ALAMEDA 

Berkeley's  Yellowjackets  opened  the  1939  Alameda  County  Athletic  League  season 
by  playing  a  scoreless  tie  game  with  the  Alameda  Hornets  in  the  insular  city.  Neither 
team  threatened  to  score  more  than  once,  and  never  did  either  of  them  get  inside  its 
opponents'  ten  yard  line.  Both  teams  resorted  to  passes  which  did  not  turn  the  tide. 

ALBANY 

A  tricky  play  on  the  kick-off  of  this  game  resulted  in  an  advantage  for  Albany  by 
which  they  made  a  touchdown  in  the  first  quarter.  Berkeley  kicked  off  to  the  Albany 
15  yard  line,  and  then  to  the  astonishment  of  the  Jackets,  the  receiver  calmly  punted 
the  ball  back,  catching  our  safety  men  up  field.  The  result  was  our  ball  on  the  6  yard  line. 

However,  in  the  second  period  the  Jackets  regained  their  stride,  and  on  taking  the 
ball  on  the  Albany  42  yard  marker,  made  a  touchdown  in  four  plays.  The  half  ended 
in  a  tie:  7-7. 

In  the  third  quarter,  Berkeley  again  took  possession  of  the  ball  on  the  Albany  32  yard 
line  and  in  two  plays,  which  featured  an  18-yard  pass  from  Marsh  to  Nelson,  put  the 
Jackets  on  the  5-yard  line.   Marsh  then  made  Berkeley's  second  touchdown. 


HAYWARD 

Coach  Gross  took  his  swarm  of  Yellowjackets  to  Hayward  this  year  to  meet  a  bunch 
of  Farmers  who  clowned  them  19-7.  From  the  opening  kick-off  Hayward  started  a  drive 
which  was  only  stopped  after  a  touchdown  had  been  made.  In  the  third  quarter  the 
Farmers  scored  once  again  and  kicked  the  extra  point,  making  the  score  I  3-0.  Hayward 
kicked  off  to  Charlie  Bishop  who  took  the  ball  on  the  Jackets'  8-yard  line  and  ran  it  back 
to  the  34.  On  the  next  play  Yeiser  flipped  a  pass  to  Ashton,  who  lateraled  to  Brewster, 
who  ran  the  remaining  distance  to  the  goal  for  6  points.  Yeiser  kicked  the  extra  point. 

PIEDMONT 

Berkeley  High,  in  its  first  effort  to  gain  the  new  perpetual  Berkeley-Piedmont  trophy, 
failed.  The  game  was  won  by  the  Highlanders  on  a  blocked  kick.  The  Yellowjackets  had 
the  ball  on  their  own  I  5-yard  line,  with  Yeiser  back  in  punt  formation.  Instead,  however, 
of  getting  off  a  kick,  the  ball  was  blocked  by  two  fast-charging  Piedmont  linesmen,  one 
of  whom  fell  on  the  ball  in  the  end  zone.  Clansman  Bill  Witter's  try  for  the  extra  point 
through  the  line  failed. 

RICHMOND 

No  doubt  the  greatest  upset  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  this  year  was  Berkeley's  outstanding 
19-6  victory  over  the  highly-favored  Oilers. 

The  game  started,  as  was  expected,  with  Richmond  taking  the  offensive,  and  re- 
mained so  until  the  middle  of  the  second  quarter.  Then  the  tide  changed  with  the  re- 
covery of  a  Richmond  fumble  by  Tackie  Ed  Gilman  on  the  opponents'  27-yard  line.  Three 
plays  later  the  Jackets  were  on  the  5-yard  line,  and  in  the  next  four  plays  had  a  touch- 
down by  means  of  a  shovel  pass  to  Captain  Doug  Ashton  from  Yeiser.  The  conversion 
fell  short. 

On  the  kick-off  the  ball  hit  a  Richmond  man  and  was  recovered  by  Berkeley's  Rolf 
Ellefson  at  about  midfield.  The  next  play  found  the  Jackets  on  the  Oilers'  29-yard 
marker,  featuring  a  pass  to  Charlie  Cieloha,  who  lateraled  to  Ellefson.  The  second  play 
resulted  in  a  touchdown  for  the  Jackets  by  a  right-end  run  by  Yeiser. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  Berkeley  finished  its  scoring  by  a  pass  into  the  end  zone  from 
Yeiser  to  Jack  Davis,  an  end  who  hadn't  seen  much  play  during  the  season  but  who  made 
the  most  beautiful  catch  of  the  game.  A  successful  conversion  by  Guard  Russ  Lowell 
brought  the  score  to  19-0  in  favor  of  Berkeley,  which  the  Jackets  held  until  the  last 
minute  of  the  game.  — Bill  Bennett  and  Stan  Bush

BEE  FOOTBALL  TEAM 


BEE  SEASON 


Under  the  able  leadership  of  Coach  Elgin  Erickson  the  lightweights  of  Berkeley  High 
again  had  an  undefeated  season  except  for  one  game. 

The  season  opened  with  the  Bees  traveling  to  Petaluma,  where  a  hard-fought  game 
ended  in  a  victory  for  the  Bees.  The  outstanding  play  came  when  Frank  Zulaica  shot  a 
pass  to  Doug  Sinclair  for  the  score.  The  conversion  came  when  John  DeMartini  shot  a 
pass  to  Zulaica,  making  the  score  7  to  6  in  favor  of  the  Bees. 

ST.  MARY'S 

The  second  game  was  postponed  because  of  hot  weather,  but  the  third  game  ended 
in  another  victory  for  the  Bees,  over  a  heavier  reserve  team  from  St.  Mary's.  The  first, 
second,  and  fourth  quarters  showed  the  Bees'  scoring  ability.  The  first  score  came  in  the 
first  quarter  on  a  pass  from  Zulaica  to  Sinclair.

The  Uni  team  was  the  same  team,  man  for 
man,  that  held  our  Junior  Varsity  Jackets  to  a  6  to  0  score.  All  of  the  Bees'  touchdowns 
came  by  way  of  passes  and  wide  end  runs.  The  first  score  came  when  the  Uni  kicker 
stepped  out  of  bounds  behind  the  goal  line,  which  resulted  in  a  safety:  that  is,  two 
points,  laconetti  scored  on  an  off-tackle  play  after  a  forty-yard  pass  put  the  ball  in 
scoring  position.  The  final  gun  went  off  when  Chick  Huston  shot  a  pass  to  Sinclair  on 
a  fake  run,  and  scored.

The  conversion  was  no  good,  but  the  Bees  held  their  rivals 
until  the  final  gun. 

HAY  WARD 

Then  after  a  long-distance  trip  to  Hayward,  the  Bees  again  returned  with  a  victory 
score  of  19-0.  The  second  quarter  opened  with  a  pass  from  Huston  to  Dave  Woods,  who 
lateraled  to  Domingos  for  the  touchdown.
